Council  Okehs 
New  Change 
To  Amendment 

One  proposed  constitutional 
amendment  was  amended,  and 
one  defeated  last  year  was  re- 
proposed  Monday  night  at  Legis- 
lative Council  meeting. 

Legislative  Council  adopted  a 
suggestion  by  Dee  Jacobs,  elec- 
tions chairman,  that  the  amend- 
ment establishing  initiative  and 
referendum  procedures  be  revised 
to  require  at  least  30  per  cent  of 
i the  studentbody  to  vote  when 
measures  are  brought  to  a gener- 
i al  vote. 

He  pointed  out  that  in  its  pres- 
i ent  form,  with  no  minimum  vote 
turnout  specified,  the  amendment 
would  allow  a handful  of  stu- 
■ dents  to  pass  or  reject  an  im- 
j portant  measure. 

An  amendment  defeated  last 
year  providing  for  selection  of 
student  publication  editors  and 
business  managers  by  the  Uni- 
versity publications  committee 
was  re-proposed. 

The  council  rejected  another 
of  last  year’s  defeated  amend- 
ments, which  would  have  estab- 
lished permanent  rules  governing 
temporary  freshmen  elections, 
r They  suggested  inserting  this 
year’s  rules  in  the  statutes  as  a 
guide  for  next  year,  but  decided 
against  limiting  next  year’s  class 
by  an  amendment. 

In  other  business,  the  council 
voted  to  appoint  a committee  to 
study  the  relationship  of  the  Hon- 
or Council  to  the  Legislative 
Council  and  to  consider  inclusion 
of  the  Honor  Council  in  the  con- 
stitution and  by-laws.

Both 
initiative  (measures  proposed  by 
the  studentbody)  and  referendum 
(request  for  repeal  of  measures 
passed  by  legislative  council)  will 
be  brought  to  a studentbody  vote 
by  a petition  signed  by  10  per 
cent  of  the  studentbody. 

Final  amendment  provides  for 
selection  of  editors  and  business 
managers  of  studentbody  publi- 
cations by  the  University  publica- 
tions committee.  Those  selected 
would  be  required  to  take  the 
oath  of  office  along  with  student- 
body  officers.

He  retired  as  registrar  in  1953, 
and  has  since  been  working  with 
the  University  history  committee, 
filling  in  gaps  in  the  records,  in- 
terpreting minutes  of  meetings 
held  decades  ago,  and  identifying 
people  in  pictures. 

"It  is  just  like  a review  of  my 
life,”  he  commented.  His  life  is 
so  clearly  identified  with  BYU 
that  he  says  he  gets  homesick 
whenever  he  is  away. 

Hayes  is  the  logical  person  to 
aid  the  history  committee,  ac- 
cording to  some  of  his  friends, 
because  he  helped  to  make  most 
of  the  history. 

As  registrar,  he  combined  a 
phenomenal  memory  with  an  un- 
salable interest  in  people,  especi- 
ally students.  Until  late  in  the 
’30’s  he  not  only  knew  each  stu- 
dent by  name,  but  also  what  he 
was  majoring  in,  where  he  was 
from,  and  his  family  background. 

He  still  remembers  those  stu- 
dents, and  calls  them  by  name 
when  they  bring  their  freshmen 
grandchildren  to  meet  "The  Reg- 
istrar.” Whenever  he  travels,  he 
stops  in  nearly  every  city  to  re- 
new an  old  acquaintance.

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Social  Units  Contribute  to  Student  Life 


As  students  await  the  coming  appearances  of 
offending  social  units  before  the  Penal  Court  to 
answer  charges  of  violating  rushing  rules,  we  hear 
many  conflicting  ideas  of  just  what  will  be  the 
future  of  social  units  at  Brigham  Young  University. 

The  most  drastic  suggestion  is  that  social  units 
be  outlawed,  banned.  Of  all  proposals  this  would 
be  least  wise  and  is  entirely  out  of  order. 

The  inadequacy  of  the1  present  system  is, 
of  course,  brought  to  our  attention  because  of 
rush  period.  The  situation  will  grow  worse  with 
our  increasing  studentbody  enrollment,  xmtil 
a solution  is  arrived  at.  But  the  adverse  pub- 
licity concerning  some  units  has  reflected  un- 
fairly upon  all  units. 

If  as  some  contend,  all  units  violated  rules, 
but  only  four  were  reported,  it  is  unfortunate.  All 
should  be  made  to  answer  for  their  violations. 


We  do  not  yet  know  specific  charges  against 
any  of  the  units  already  named.  They  will  be  stated 
at  thb  proper  place  and  time.  We  trust  units  will  be 
prosecuted  with  justice  and  dispatch. 

But  it  must  be  remembered  that  only  four  of 
the  13  units  which  rushed  this  quarter  were  in- 
volved in  charges. 

And  all  of  the  units,  including  the  offenders, 
have  made  valuable  contributions  to  student 
life  and  they  will  be  able  to  continue  their  good 
efforts  after  the  smoke  of  this  battle  disap- 
pears.

Students  will  vote  March  2 and  3 on  proposed  amendments  v 
the  Constitution  of  the  Associated  Students  of  Brigham  Ti-oung  Un 
versity.  Proposed  amendments  follow  below. 

1.  Referendum. 


Lest  these  contributions  be  forgotten,  may 
we  enumerate  some. 

Many  of  the  best  studentbody  assemblies  are 
results  of  the  cooperative  efforts  of  social  unit 
members.  They  work  long  hours  to  write  scripts, 
prepare  scenery  and  practice. 

Social  units  sponsor  matinee  dances  every  Wed- 
nesday. 

Social  units’  response  to  call  for  help  from  the 
Utah  State  Hospital  was  most  gratifying.  They 
presented  programs,  gave  parties  and  aided  over- 
burdened hospital  workers  in  many  ways.  Hospital 
officials  testify  to  the  therapeutic  value  of  these 
visits  and  are  anxious  that  they  continue. 

Annual  events  such  as  Snow  Carnival  could 
hardly  survive  without  the  organized  efforts  of 
social  units  to  do  the  sculpturing,  participate  in 
skiing,  skating  and  other  events.  It  is  true  this 
year  that  geographic  clubs  participated  more  than 
ever  before,  but  units  have  carried  the  major  share 
of  burdens  in  the  past. 

Homecoming  could  not  be  termed  successful  if 
social  units’  floats  were  eliminated  from  the  pa- 
rade. Halftime  activities  at  basketball  games  are 
often  provided  by  social  units. 

In  annual  Y-Day  activities,  social  units  also  aid 
immeasurably  with  their  organized  efforts. 

As  the  studentbody  continues  to  increase  in 
number  these  groups  will  continue  fo  play  an 
important  role.  Their  problems  are  recognized.

Article  IV.  Other  Officers. 

Section  1.  Publications. 

A.  The  editor  and  business  manager  of  the  student  newspaper 
and  the  editor  and  business  manager  of  the  student  yearbook  and  thi 
editor  of  the  student  magazine  will  be  chosen  by  the  Committee  oi  & 
Student  Publications.  This  committee  will  consist  of  six  faculty  mem  ¥■ 
bers  appointed  by  the  University  Administration,  the  three  incumben 
editors  and  two  business  managers  of  the  three  publications  listecjty 
above,  and  the  studentbody  president.  The  new  editors  and  busines: 
managers  will  take  the  oath  of  office  with  the  studentbody  officers 

Article  VI.  Amendments  and  Statutes 

Section  I.  Amendments. 

A.  This  Constitution  may  be  amended  by  a three-fourths  majority 
of  those  who  vote,  providing  at  least  50  per  cent  of  the  students  whc 
are  duly  registered  and  taking  10  hours  or  more  of  academic  work 
participate  in  the  voting.

according  to  Karl  Miller  of  Physi- 
cal Plant  Department. 

Carpets  were  laid  in  the  three 
north-south  hallways,  11  separate 
heating  control  units  were  in- 
stalled, rooms  were  rearranged 
for  classrooms  and  offices,  a 
candy  and  gum  machine  was  set 
up,  bulletin  boards  were  hung, 
and  mailboxes  and  water  foun- 
tains were  installed.  An  ammu- 
nition house  became  a school 
building. 

Typewriters,  secretarial  train- 
ing machines  and  office  equip- 
ment were  moved  in  and  faculty 
and  students  replaced  common 
laborers.

There  are  no  present  plans  to 
replace  North  building  or  dis- 
continue its  use,  Miller  said. 

One  North  Building  door  has 
a large  red  and  white  sign  on  it 
reading,  “Veterans  Administra- 
tion Guidance  Center."  The  Cen- 
ter has  long  since  removed,  but 
the  sign  remains.  Right  above  it 
is  “Public  Law  16  Trainees”  and 
the  address  of  Veterans  Adminis- 
tration in  Salt  Lake  City.  But 
nowhere  in  the  building  does 
there  seem  to  be  a Remington 
Arms  sign. 

Air  Force  R O T C bulletin 
boards  show  off  schedules  and 
announcements  orderly.  Other 
boards  are  conglomerations  of 
papers,  announcements,  and  bull- 
etins. 

Two  blue  BYU  Universe  boxes 
usually  stand  empty  in  the  North 
building,  except  for  an  occasional 
stack  of  some  student’s  books. 

Walks  in  front  of  North  build- 
ing are  packed  with  snow  and  ice 
these  winter  days.  There  are  no 
carpets  in  the  main  hall  and 
every  step  echoes. 

Evan  M.  Croft,  chairman  of 
secretarial  training,  who  is  a 
seven-year  resident  of  North 
building,  said  it  is  a “poor  build- 
ing, but  well  equipped  with 
machines.”

If  the  third-ranked  Utah  Redskins  are  to  be  knocked  off  in  con- 
ference play  during  the  1955  season,  the  critics  are  looking  to  the 
magic  of  Cougar  mentor  Stan  Watts  to  do  the  job  this  weekend 
when  the  ’Skins  play  a home  and  home  series  with  Brigham  Young 
University. 

Few,  if  any,  observers  of  Skyline  Conference  play  would 
have  given  the  high  flying  Utes  a chance  to  come  through 
the  first  half  of  their  Skyline  season,  including  the  rough 
series  at  Wyoming  and  Colorado  A&M,  with  an  unblemished 
record.  The  Redskins  have  done  just  that,  and  unless  the 
Cougars  derail  them  this  week-end,  most  dopesters  concede  a 
conference  bunting  to  Jack  Gardner’s  squad. 

Art  Bunte,  6-3,  Utah’s  high  scoring  post  man,  has  been  the  center 
attraction  of  the  Redskin  five.  Only  a junior,  Bunte  was  bom  in 
Denver  where  he  prepped  at  Eastside  High.  His  fine  repertoire  of 
shots  includes  hooks  with  both  hands,  good  one-hand  set  and  jump 
shots,  and  a knack  for  getting  the  half  step  on  his  man  to  drive-in. 

Art  is  the  new  conference  single  game  scoring  record  holder  since 
he  dropped  in  43  points  against  USAC,  when  Utah  hosted  the  Aggies 
in  Salt  Lake  City.  Art  at  present  leads  conference  scoring  with  21.5 
points  per  game. 

Big  Gary  Bergen,  6-8,  has  been  Utah’s  work  horse.  In 
games  against  high-scoring  and  top  ranked  schools  it  has 
fallen  Bergen’s  lot  to  stop  the  point-making  big  man.  Against 
LaSalle  Bergen  was  acclaimed  on  his  fine  defensive  play. 
Gary  stopped  All-American  Tom  Gola  with  a single  basket 
during  the  second  half.  Against  always  tough  Wyoming  Ber- 
gen led  all  point-makers  with  20,  while  holding  the  veteran 
Hal  Jorgenson  to  only  8 points  on  his  home  court. 

Morris  Buckwalter  is  another  high  spot  in  the  Redskin  scoring 
machine.  A cool  methodical  ball  player,  Morris  can  hit  in  the  clutches. 
Having  led  the  Redskin  1954  team  in  scoring,  Bucky  showed  his 
firepower  against  LaSalle 'where  he  hit  a cool  20  points.  Buckwalter 
spends  his  summers  in  LaGrande,  Oregon,  breakin’  broncs. 

In  addition  to  these  “B’s”  in  Jack  Gardner’s  bonnet,  the  Utes’ 
head  cage  mentor  can  field  an  impressive  group  of  sophomores. 
DeLyle  Condie  6-4,  Curtis  Jensen  5-10,  Ted  Berner  6-3,  and  Jerry 
McCleary  6-2,  all  show  fine  scoring  threat  as  well  as  rebounding  and 
ballhawking  strength.  Curtis  Jenson  has  been  called  one  of  the  finest 
sophs  in  recent  years  of  Skyline  play.  His  fine  fade-away  shot  is 
tough  to  defend  against,  and  his  cool  floor  play  and  excellent  ball- 
hawking have  been  a high  point  in  the  Ute  fifth  ranked  defensive 
game. 

In  this  unusually  small  roster  of  eleven  men  the  five  starters 
for  Utah  are  slated  as  Art  Bunte  at  center,  Rog  Tonnesen  and  Gary 
Bergen  at  forwards,  and  Curtis  Jenson  and  Morris  Buckwalter  in 
guard  slots. 

Rivalry  between  the  “Y”  and  the  “U”  has  run  so  high  in 
past  seasons  that  both  coaches  realize  that  the  games  this 
weekend  will  be  no  pushover  for  either  team.  Anything  can 
happen  when  these  two  teams  meet,  and  it  usually  does. 
Brigham  Young  mentor,  Stan  Watts,  has  fiery  Terry  Tebbs, 
and  Herschel  Pedersen  ranked  second  and  third  in  conference 
scoring  to  go  against  the  Utes  and  men  like  John  Benson, 
Blaine  Anderson,  Dave  Lewis  and  Van  Burgess  may  hold  the 
balance  in  scoring  power.  The  high-scoring  Cougars  are  the 
only  Skyline  team  to  lead  the  Utes  in  games  scored  per  tilt,  so 
their  fine  offense  will  meet  the  Redskins’  touted  defense  in 
the  big  ones.
